THE SANCTION OF PUBLIC

Senator CumMINS. corrects the re-

The winds had put, several members 
of the party ‘out of action before the 
ond of thé short favorable season was 
reached.

Seven Tibetan por 
ters, -whose merits: stood out strik- 
ingly through the wholé enterprise, 
were Killed, and seven other porters 
and three Englishnien very nearly 
‘went with them. 

From what one hag read about Ti. 
bétan portérs, they will: probably be 
no more deterred from future efforts 
by this mishap than would regular 
mountain Climbers. It has been pre- 
dicted that the mén who reach. the 
top of Everest will never be able 
to get back. That will scaré away 
nobody of the sort who would be will- 
ing to try the climb.. At worst, it 
might add to the burden of the climb- 
ers. by making them take along a 
wireless apparatus through’ which 
their attainment of the peak would 
be made known to the world. General 
Bruce’s opinion suggests that it is 
only a question of time until somebody 
reaches the summit.

“COMRADES” AND “BROTHERS.” 

The independent labor convention 
shows once more how far the various 
stripes. of Socialists are from. acting 
like the ‘* comrades *’ they call, one 
another.
